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Washington, September 25.—So 
many extravagant claims for the 
credit for women suffrage and so 
many equally extravagant predic- 
tions as to its ‘results: are being 
made by partisans that it is worth 
while to look into this subject from 
the point of view of the independent 
voter. 

Both the candidates for president 
and also large numbers of partisian 
leaders, partisan politicians and par- 
newspapers have tendered 
their congratulations to the ladies, 
each adding unctuously that he is 
happy to feel it was his party that 
made the thing possible. 

Th@ truth about it is, the women 
owe this victory to themselves. The 
women know this perfectly well. I 
haye talked, during the last two or 
three months, with scores of the wo- 
men who have led this fight and 
while they are perfectly willing to 
smile and politely conceal their real 
feelings when the men politicians 
congratulate them, they all under- 
stand. 

Of course, if you go back into it 
simply as a mater of historical in- 
terest, some things can be said. 

Women Favor League ' 

It is true that during the last half 


- year or so the democratic party has 


gone the limit in trying to bring 
woman suffrage about and in other- 
wise trying to commend itself to 
the women. The democrats have 
long anticipated that the League of 
Nations was going to be an issuein 
this campaign, and they believed 
that with the women voting they 


pwould get a better break on this is- 


Sue than the republicans. In this 
they are undoubtedly correct. More 
women favor a League of Nations 
than oppose it, and there are more 
women who favora League of 
Nations than men who favor it. 
Another factor in the extraordi- 
nary deference the democrats have 
been paying to the women was in 
the personality of the recent demo- 
cratic chairman, Homer’.S: Cum- 
mings.

Moreover, the republicans 
went about it so grudgeingly and 
the distaste of the republican party 
officials for making any concession 
at all was so apparent that the wo- 
men who had been negotiating with 
them aren’t apt to feel any grati- 
tude towards theOfficiais of that 

So much for the past few months, 
But if you. go back a little farther 
there can be no question as a mat- 
ter of history that the republican 
party as a whole and those states 
in which the republican party is 
usually dominent have-been the 
ones that are really responsible for 
the passage of the suffrage amend- 
ment. 

Everybody knows that the demo- 
cratic party in the south faces con- 
ditions which cause it to be pre- 
disposed rather toward limiting 
suffrage than towards extending it. 


Fault of Republicans 


Everybody knows why this is so, 
and every fair-midedd person sym- 
pathizes,with the position in which 
the democratic party finds itself in 
the south. But that the democratic 
party, as a result of this condition, 
has its mind turned away from any 
thought of increasing the number 
of voters, there can be no douhft 
whatever. ¢ 

The fact is that seven of the 
eight states in whic h the amend- 
ment has been submitted and has 
been defeated have been below the 
Mason and Dixon line. Mississippi 
Georgia, Alabama, South Carolina, 
Virginia, Louisiana, Maryland and 
Deleware are the ohly states that 
refused to ratify. Everybody un- 
derstands that this condition, if 
seen truly as a matter of history 
of how it came about long ago, is 
the misfortune of the democratic 
party and the fault of, the republi- 
can party. But that fact isn’t going 
to prevent the republicans from 
making as much political capital 
out of it as they can. 

However, the interest in this is 
chiefly historical only. All these 
theories, to the effect that the wo- 
men are going to vote democratic 
pecause of gratitude of Tennessee; 
or that they are going to vote re- 
publican through gratitude .because 
the bulk of the states that gave 
suffrage its momentum wgre -re- 
publican, is nonsense, 

Gratitude Not Motive. ‘ 

I think it is true that the vote 
of the women this fall will dis- 
tribute itself between the two par- 
ties, in a slightly different propor- 
tion from the vote of the men. But 
the reason won’t have anything to 
do with gratitude, or with anything 
in the past. The reason will be be@ 
cause of tMe way the parties happen 
to be lined up on the issues—espe- 
cially two of the issues, and the way 
the women happen to feel to rd 
the personalities of the two candi- 
dates as those personalities emerge 
during the campaign. Women prob- 
ably will always vote a little more 
on the basis of the candidate’s per- 
sonality than men will. 

But most of all, the women voters 
this fall will be pretty sure to take 
account of two issues that are going 
to appear in the campaign. One of 
these is the league of nations. The 
women, on the whole, ,will tend to 
favor that party whoch seems to 


‘hold out the most sincere promise 


for the limitation of war. <Any poli- 
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tician who fails to realize that the 
women are keenly*interested in ‘the 
prevention or limitation of wars is 
due for a bump. 

Of course, it may be that before 
the election comes, for reasons that 
will develop iater, this issue will 
not look, as between the two par- 
ties, quite the same as it does now. 

Big Issue in West. 

Up to now the “wet” versus “dry” 
issue has emerged only locally. In 
the east the campaign has not so far 
been discussed in terms of this is- 
sue. But in the west and north- 
west the attitude of the two parties 
age prohibition is right now just 
as big an issue as the league of 
nations. A little later on it will 
be recognized al] over the country 
as a leading issue. And unless Cox 
does something definite in the Way 
of separting himself from those in- 
fluencees which were chiefly in- 
strum€ntal in nominating him, then 
the democrats on election day will 
be universally recognized to be on 
the “wet” side of this issue. 


So much for woman suffrage as it 
affects the immediate future. But, 
measured in terms of decades, that 
doubling the number of voters and 
giving to women as large a direct 
power in organized society, as to 
man is part of an immensely impor- 
tant trend in evolution can only be 
doubted by those whose education 
has not prepared them to think in 
terms of decade§. The ultimate re- 
sult may not be clear, but no one 
ean doubt that it will be far-reach- 
ing. Governor Cox’s declaration 
when he heard the news from Ten- 
nessee that “the civilization of the 
world is saved” was, of course, 
merely the extravagance of a can- 
didate who is a little overexcited by 
the conditions of the campaign. 
But that the recent adoption of 
woman suffrage and all that goes 
with it is a landmark at which 
civilization takes a slightly differ- 
ent turn no thoughtful person will 
dispute. 


There is one thing that makes all 
of ws curious who move about in 
the circles where practical politics 
is played. What will the. women 
do with their new-found offfcial po- 
sitions in political organizations? 

I have said that the democratic 
national committee, for example, is 
going to have exactly as many 
women members as men memebers. 
What we al] wonder is, how this 
is -going to work out. Will the 
women who come on the committee 
try to exert as much power, indi- 
vidually and collectively, ,as_ the 
men? Will they be really effective 
members, who will argue and fight 
and plot and pull wires and make 
deals, and occasionaliy double. cross 
each other, as the men do? Or 
will they be merely members by 
courtesy, never quite knowing just 
what is going on, and content wit 
the deference of exaggerated polite- 
ness from the men as a substitute 
for real power?’ . 


One thing is sure—if 4hé women 
really determine to “sit in” the 
game, each to the full extent of 
her personality, there will be a 
conspicuous exodus of some of the 
méen who are .now high in power 
in the committee. As one of these 
men expressed it, “You can’t 
business’ with a woman the same as 
you can with a man, You can 
fight with a man and ecall! him hard 
names, and be called still harder 
names yourself, and the next day 
you shake hands with it’s all right. 
But you can’t have that kind of re- 
lation with a woman. 

Will] there ever be women poli- 
ticians on the national committees 
who will have the same relative po- 
Sition and power that’ the men like 
“Tobe” Hert and Joe Kealing and 
Ed Moore have? 

So far as TI have become aquainted 
with the women who are now seen 
at national committee meetings of 
both parties, and whose names get 

to the newspapers, I have never 

et but one who really seemed to 
me to have the political gift. I 
use “political gift” In the narrower 
sense, meaning the capacity to lead 
men and other women to do- her 
way and managing it in such a way 
as to keep everybody good-natur- 
ed. As a matter of fact, a good 
many of the women who have so 
far become prominent in politics 
have the direct opposite of this 
quality. They are storm. centers of 
bickering and ill feeling. 

In the larger sense of being sen- 
sitive to currents of public feeling 
and knowing how to. start them 
and take advantage of them, I know 
several of these women politicians 
whose intuitive understanding of 
public opinion in the mass is 
greater than that of most politi- 
cians of the male sex.

‘Washington, September 5.—Four- 
rangeres on United States marines, 
and “baby pins” on the newly com- 
missioned women officers of the 
army nurse corps, are the latest ad- 
ditions in the line of personal 
adornment to the picturesqueness of 
the national capital. 

The fourrageres are the gala-ap- 
pearing shoulder loops of braided 
cord, tipped with brass, awarded to 
units of the French army or its al- 
lies which have been cited two or 
more times in orders from a French 
army headquarters. In this case the 
recipients who are now showing 
them off around Washington are 
those members of the Fifth and 
Sixth regiments of marines, and the 
Sixth machine gun battalion of the 
same amphibious corps, who afe still 
in thé service and on duty around 
the navy headquarters and the ma- 
raine barracks. 

The marines won the citations, for 
which the shoulder loop just has 


been awarded, at Chateau-Thierry, 
and in the fighting about Blanc 
Mont, in the Argonne. 

But even more “set up” than the 
doughty “leathernecks”’ are the 
newly-commissioned ladies of the 
nurse corps. The army reorgani- 
zation act, which went into effect 


last June, provided that they shoulda 


have “relative rank” with officers 
of the army, up to the grade of 
major,.and a later decision of Sec- 
retary Baker gave them the right 
to wear officers’ insignia on their 
uniforms and to “rate a salute” from 
all mere males in tne army holding 
lower rank. 

And the ladies thus favored, it 
may well be imagined, have lost no 
time in “sprouting ‘baby pins’” on 
their shoulders. At that, they are 
a better looking crop of new lieu- 
tenants than ever graduated from a 
training camp during the war.

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HARDING HEDGINS 
N THE LEAGUE? 


Former Attorney General 
Wickersham Says Sena- 


tor Will Not Wholly Re-| 


ject League, But Will 
Seek Revision. 


s 


Marion, Ohio, September 5.—After 
an extended conference here today 
with Senator Harding, George W. 
Wickersham, a former republican 
attorney general and an advocate 
of the league of nations, issued a 
statement declaring the republican 
nominee would not “wholly and fi- 
Nally reject the league,” but would 
take the lead in revising the cove- 
nant and putting it into practical 
operation. : 

The senator recognizes, Mr. Wick- 
ersham added, that the league is so 
interwoven with the fortunes of 
Europe that its unobjectionable fea- 
tures must be preserved to stabil- 
ize European peace. 

Frqgm Senator Harding himself, 
there was no expression on the sub- 
ject, but it was indicated that in 
the near future he might make a 
public statement detailing his pre- 
cise stand with regard to accept- 
ance of any portion of the covenant 
as it was written. It was said that 
in his talk with the former attor- 
ney general that the whole sub- 
ject was discussed minutely and 
the views expressed by the nominee 
met with Mr. Wickersham’s full ap- 
proval. 

What Wickersham Says. 

“T earnestly favor the league of 
nations,” said Mr. Wickersham’s 
statement. “I recognize the imper- 
fections of the Paris. covenant. Yet 
I should have been satisfied to see 
it tatified as written, believing that 
the power of amendment was ample 
to anable it to be moulded as our 
national interests might make neces- 
Sary. . 

_ Oe Harding does not whol- 
ly and finally reject the league. He 
recognizes that it may have become 
so entwined and interwoven in the 


peace of Europe that its good work | 


and its objectionable provisions 
must be preserved in order to sta- 
bilize the peace of that continent. 
When president Harding, working 
in accord with a republican con- 
gress, takes up the work of plac- 
ing upon a firm, just and sure 
foundation, the relation of this 
country to the other nations of the 
world, I am confident that the logic 
of accomplished fact will lead to 


the adoption of the league, so mod- 
ifled as to remove all just doubts 
as to its undue effect upon Ameri- 
can rights and interests. 

“Senator Harding has recognized 
this fact in the statement that he 
has no expectation whatever of find- 
ing it necessary or advisable to ne- 

otiate peace with Germany. The 
first effort of his administration ob- 
viously must be to secure an agree- 
ment with the parties to the treaty 
of Versailles for its modification so 
as to remove the objections of the 
American government, and that ac- 
complished, our acceptance of the 
amended treaty will be the natural 
solution of the international prob- 
lem. 

“No one will dispute Senator Har- 
ding’s insistence that the United 
States may take the lead in revi- 
sion, amendment or reconstryction 
and be able to count on the cordial 
co-operation of all nations concern- 
ed.”’ 
Harding Declines to Comment. 
Senator Harding not only declined 
to make any comment tonight on 
the Wickershaw statement, but he 
also refrained from discussing the 
categorical questions about the 
league which were addressed to him 
by Governor Cox last night in his 
Milwaukee speech. The republican 
nominee said he propased to main- 
tain his policy of not engaging ina 
debate with his opponent and would 
express his views in his own way 
as occasion offered. 

Another of the candidate’s caller* 
today was Oscar Durante, editor of 
“LiItalia,’’ Chicago’s Italian daily 
He talked with the senator about 
the Fiume question and said after. 
ward he was satisfied that Mr. Har- 
ding would “accord to Italian in- 
terests the fair and friendly treat- 
ment that has been denied under 
Wilson.” 

Tomorrow Senator Harding will 
deliver a Labor day address here, 
and on Tuesday morning + wil! 
leave for Minnesota to make his 
first speech outside Ohio since his 
nomination, Detailed plans for the 
trip, made public tonight, provide 
for a call at Chicago on Major Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood, who was one of 
the leading candidates for the pres- 
idential nomination at the national!

When we throw away annually in our undeveloped water power the 
equivalent of the labor of 25,800,200 men, over twice the total negro popu- 
lation of the United States, and the equal of 21,528,500 tons of coal worth, 
at $10.00 a ton, $215,285,000, we waste more than the lives of our women 
and chlidren. 

It is our soil. 

Senator John K. Shields, speaking in the United States Senate, said: 


“The production of our lands is not keeping pace with the increase of 
our population. We have exhausted much of the virgin fertility of our soil 
and it is necessary that the plant food which we have been constantly taking 
from our fields for more than a century be replenished. This can only be done 
by fertilizers containing the well-known elements necessary for plant life. The 
countries of Europe use more than double the quantity of fertilizer per acre 
used in this country, and their lands produce crops about double those ours 
produce with the same labor. eS 

“The American farmer is fully aware of the necessity of fertilizing his 
land, but the cost of fertilizers is almost prohibitory in sufficient quantities— 

“The essential constituent elements of a complete fertilizer are nitrogen, 
or ammonia, phosphoric acid and. potash, the relative proportions of these 
elements being nitrogen 40 per cent, phosphoric acid 35 per cent and potash 
20 per cent. It is estimated that the nitrogenous materials used in fertilizers 
cost the farmers about $75,000,000 in 1913, and it has doubtless been more 
during the past two years because the price of Chilean saltpeter has advanced—

In 1910-11 the farmers of Geogia used 1,332,470 tons of fertilizer. 

in 1918 they used only 978,175 tons, in 1919, 990,919 tons. 

With the demand for food and clothes increasing, why has the use of 
fertilizer in Georgia decreased ? 

The answer is the increased cost. The cost of the 990,919 tons of fer- 
tilizer used in 1919 would be over $13,000,000 more than the cost of the 
1,120,693 tons used in 1913. 

The United States Department of Agriculture estimates that Georgia 
farmers used 32,00 tons of ammonia fhitroger) in 1919. At the price 
prevailing in 1910-11, 19 cents a pound, this would have cost $10,222,890.20. 
At the 1919 price, 45 cents a pound, the cost not including freight, moving 
and packing, was $24,212,061.00, an increase of $13,989,171. 

Creighton, of the Department of Chemistry in Swarthmore College, 
Pennsylvania, says in 1919 that anhydrous ammonia can be gathered by 
electricity from the atmosphere about us at a cost of slightly less than 4 cents 
a pound. That is to say at approximatety one-ninth the present cost of nitro- 
gen to the farmers of Georgia. 

-Georgia’s wheat crop in 1918 was 3,631,000 bushels, valued ati 
$9,658,000. , 

One of our acres produced 10.2 bushels of wheat. An acre in Belgium 
produces 37 bushels, in Germany 31 bushels. The difference is attributed to 
the use of nitrogen. : ; 

The possibility of multiplying by the use of nitrogen a crop valued at 
$9,658,000 by three and dividing the cost of a fertilizer ingredient amounting 
to $24,212,061.00 by nine is at least worth investigation. The value of the 
crop would become $28,974,000, while the cost of the fertilizer would be 
cut to $2,690,229. 

Moreover, our oats, corn, sorghum, sweet potatoes, sugar cane, tobacco 
and cotton all need nitrogen yas “pn to i. ee touch. ORD 

God has placed at our di a supp nitrogen more li 
our water; tons of nitrogen are in the atmosphere. The harnessing of our 
water powers will supply the electricity to gather nitrogen needed by our soil.

~Maine is unique in its constitu- 
tional provisions for state elections 
Which are held in September in- 
stead of November and in presiden- 
tial years the local contests are 
viewed as of special importance. On 
these years the fighting is no less 
for the possession of state offices, 
representation in congress and con- 
trol of the state legislature than 
for the psychological effect of the 
outcome on the rest of the country. 

Maine and National Drift.

Wut certain jt is that national lead- 
ers have taken the tradition seri- 
ously and have brought as many of 
their political big guns into the 
campaign in this state as possible.

A typographi- 
cal error in the Maine Register of 
1919-20 makes the vote of Mclntyre 
appear as 4,000 less than it was.

Three republican members of con- 

ress are candidates for re-election. 
frhey are Representaive White in 
the second district, opposed by 
Wallace N. Price; Representative 
Peters in the third district, opposed 
by Archie C. Towle, and Represen- 
tative Hersey in the fourth district, 
opposed by Leon G. C. Brown. Price, 
Towle and Brown are democrats. 
In the first district, where Repre- 
sentative Louis B. Goodall has an- 
nounced ‘his intention to retire at 
the close of his present term, the 
republicans have nominated County 
Attorney Carroll L. Beedy, of Port- 
land, and the democrats Frank H.

F Previous Maine Elections. 

If there is any virtue in compari- 
sons, the results of previous state 
elections may be of interest. A 
series of republican victories begin- 
ning in 1882 was broken in 1910 
when Frederick W. Plaisted, dem- 
ocrat, defeated Bert H. Fernald, re~ 
publican, by 8,660 votes. Two years 
later Governor Plaisted was defeat- 
ed by William T. Haines, re- 
publican, by a little over 3,000. 
Haines in turn fatled of re-election 
in 1914, the democratic candidate 
for governor. Oakley C. Curtis, lead- 
ing him a little better than 3,000 
votes. Governor Milliken, re- 
publican, won over Curtis in 1916, 
leading the democratic candidate by 
13,830. In that year Hughes car- 
ried the state, his vote being 5,475 
greater than that for President Wil- 
son. The total vote for president 
was, Hughes 69,508; Wilson, 64,033: 
Benson (socialist), 2,177; Henly 
(prohibitionist), 596. TWo years 
ago when Milliken défeated the 
present democratic candidate for 
governor, Mr .MclIntire, by a ma- 
jority of 5,545, the total vote of the 
state was 121.669. This was near- 
ly 30,000 less than the total of 1916.

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ALABAMA COAL STRIKE | 


CAMPAIGN'S MAIN 
ISSUES SHOW UP 


Democrats Find It Best 
to Take Initiative on the 
League and Republicans 
on the Wilson Admin- 
istration. 


BY ROBERT J. BENDER, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
New York, September 5.—The 
league of nations in particular and 


the Wilson administration in gen- 
eral’ are continuing in -the fore- 


most positions as issues of the 
presidential campaign, the demo- 
crats taking the initiative on ‘the 
former and the republicans on the 
latter. ‘ 
This is the outstanding develop- 
ment of the last ten days, during 
which both parties have tried out 
other issues.only to find the people 
generaily and many of their re- 
spective counsellors apathetic. 


The democratic drive with the 
league is for the women and labor 
and their secondary offensive is di- 
rected at the progressive vote, with 
Governor Cox% Ohio record and his 
appeal for “liberalism” as against 
“reactionarism” as his munitions. 
The republican offensive, backed 
by wage of extravagance and 
waste under democratic rule, seeks 
to capture the business men and 
women of all classes. Chairman 
Will Hays frankly indicates that 
republicans expect to win largely 
on the basis ot alleged nation-wide 
discontent with the present admin- 
istration’s .methods. 

Women 3 to 1 for League. 
Recent polls taken both by re- 
publicans and democratic party rep- 
resentatives show that among rep- 
resentative women the league is fa- 
vored by the ratio of almost three 
to one. There is little interest 
among women folks in anything 
else with the exception of the high 
cost of living. They manifest no 
interest whatever in the tariff, and 
particularly in the east, have taken 
a surprisingly disinterested attitude 
toward the wet and dry issue. 

A vast majorit of” men polled 
during recent weeks by: representa- 
tives of the two yarties have dis- 
closed the opinion that to business 
men at least the issue of this elec- 
tion is the Wilson administration 
rather than the league. 

The last ten days has shown that 
neither Governor Cox’s efforts to 
make the alleged republican slush 


fund nor Will Hays’ attempt to 


make alleged “wet” gupport of Cox 
an issue have been.successful,: This 
has been largely due to the fact 


fhat many of the leading news- 
papers of the country supporting 
Cox have not. responded enthusias- 
tically to the injection of money 
charges into the campaign and 
many of the leading 
supporting Harding have discour- 
aged injection of the wet and dry 
issue aS a battleground. 
Outstanding Issues, 
Because there has been no sharp 
prohibition issue developed, — be- 
cause there is an almost unprece- 
dented lack of interest in. the tar- 
iff to date, because neltHer candi- 
date has laid down sufficient spe- 
cific details of a program against 
profiteers on the nigh cost of liv- 
ing, the league, as the democratic 
issue, and the administrafion, as 
the republican \issue, have weath- 
ered all attempts thus far to dis- 
place them by other controversial 
questions. , 
The democrats, in placing their 
great hope on Governor Cox’s stand 


for the league, point to the wom-,s 
-en’s meetings that are being held, 


particularly in the far west and in 
the east, supporting the league. Re- 
ports on these meetings state that 
they are attended by women of all 
nolitical faiths, and that they are 
supporting the “league candidate,” 
not because he is of one party or 
the other nor on the basis of rela-: 
tive strength of personality or any- 
thing else, but simply because he is: 
for the league. These organiza- 
tions, it is reported, are being en- 
thusiastically supported by women 
who saw war service in Europe. 
And, the democrats claim, thev re- 
veal that the women’s vote will be 
‘independent” this year.

SOVIET RUSSIA FAILS 
SAY GERMAN SPEAKERS 


Berlin, September 3.—Soviet Rus- 
sia was unfavorably criticised by 
speakers who addressed the party 


conference of the independent so- 
cialists which met here today\for 
the purpose of discussing the Mos- 
cow internationale. 

“Whatever our sentiment toward 
the Russians may be, the fact re- 
mains that they have not given 
proof that they are able to estab- 
lish socialism in their country,” 
said Professor Karl Ballod, who has 
just returned from Russia, where 
he spent several months carrying on 
research work for the Letvian gov- 
ernment. He is a member of the 
German socialization commission, 


and ranks as one of the foremost in-' 


terpreters of Russjan economics. 

“I once was of the opinion that 
soviet Russia and Germany could 
support one another economically, 
but I have now abandoned this 
opinion,” Professor Ballod told the 
German radicals. He was pessimis- 
tic regarding Russia’s food re- 
sources, which he said were heav- 
ily influenced by climatic conditions 
which have brought about a scar- 
city in the so-called “black soil’ 
districts. The entire Volga region, 
he asserted, would yield only enough 
grain for seed, and there were not 
sufficient supplies in sight for the 
needs of-the population. 

Industrial production of soviet 
Russia, he said, has fallen to about 
one-sixth of its former volume. 
This, he. explained, is due partially 
to a lack of raw materials, the 
peasants refusing to give up flax 
and other products in ex@hange for 
Li.per currency, and also beca'ise of 
unalterable opposition to the under- 
lying principles of the soviet gov- 
ernment. The sugar industry, he 
said, has wholly collapsed, while 
coal] production in the Doretz basin 
is only one-sixth of the former 
yield. He asserted Russia’s rich oll 
lands were not being exploited be- 
cause of transportation difficulties. 

Bureaucracy in soviet Russia, he 
declared, is as bad as it was under 
the czar, and is on the ascendency

Frau Louise Zeitz as- 
serted that the German proletariat 
would refuse Moscow’s guardian- 
ship, acceptance of which, sne said, 
would mean the party would be- 
come _-wholly submerged by the 
Moscow government, which had no 
understanding of German condi- 
tions.
